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Goodbye ISO 

The following letter was sent both 
to Love and Rage and as a letter of 
resignation to the International 
Socialist Organization (ISO). 

Dear Love and Rage , 

Reading of the return to private 
capitalism, the private ownership of 
the means of production, and the 
establishment of a stock exchange 
in Moscow, I study State and Revo¬ 
lution by Lenin. I cannot help but 
acknowledge the fact that the state 
capitalist countries are returning to 
private corporate capitalism. 

During the decades which have 
elapsed since the revolution of 1917 
every country that has experienced 
a Marxist-Leninist revolution has 
become state capitalist, and recent¬ 
ly in the Soviet bloc, simply capital¬ 
ist. The ISO and other Marxist-Len¬ 
inist parties do not deny this, but 
simply reply that the revolution 
was betrayed at one point or anoth¬ 
er in these countries. Each party be¬ 
lieves that if only things were done 
over again, with their organization 
at the front, things would be differ¬ 
ent, this time the lessons and theo¬ 
ries of Marx, Engels, Lenin would 
be applied correctly. 

Marx, Engels, Lenin and Trotsky 
believed that the capitalist state 
should be smashed by revolution, 
then replaced with another state, 
"the dictatorship of the proletariat.” 
This state would then theoretically 
wither away as the transition was 
made from socialism to true com¬ 
munism. Marx, Lenin and Engels, 
all agreed that when true commu¬ 
nism was achieved there would be 
no state. 

What has happened is the devel¬ 
opment of state capitalism and the 


transition to private capitalism. 
Some people blame this on Stalin, 
Khrushchev, or more recently Gor¬ 
bachev. Yet when we examine the 
history of all "socialist” govern¬ 
ments from Castro’s Cuba, to the 
Sandinistas, to the Mitterrand gov¬ 
ernment in France, or Garcia's 
"democratic” Peru, the same result 
is found, people oppressed by the 
capitalist state. The few examples 
cited and others are not govern¬ 
ments led by Stalin, they range 
from Leninist to democratic social¬ 
ist. 

In each case the predictions of 
the socialist George Orwell have 
come to pass. Just as the pigs be¬ 
came humans in Animal Farm, each 
of these "socialist” governments 
has oppressed the poor. This has 
brought me to the conclusion that 
socialism and communism cannot 
be achieved by substituting a new 



state for the old capitalist state, for 
historically this hasn’t been the 
case. 


Marx, Engels, Lenin and Trotsky, 
as well as many of those who fol¬ 
lowed their teachings, made invalu¬ 
able contributions to the struggle 
against capitalism. Marx and En¬ 
gels with their class analysis, Lenin 
on the right of nations to self-deter¬ 
mination, imperialism, and the 
state, Trotsky's work on Stalinism 
and fascism. Like any humans they 
made errors. One of Trotsky’s was 
to consider the Stalinist countries 
workers’ states even though they 
are not controlled by the workers. 

In my opinion one of Lenin’s great¬ 
est errors was the decision to sub¬ 
stitute one state for another. Lenin 
developed an excellent definition of 
the state as a means of oppression 
for the capitalists in State and Revo¬ 
lution. He correctly describes the

state as an instrument of repres¬ 
sion, however he could not foresee 
that any state would become capi¬ 
talist because of the class structure 
inherent in any state. 

Over the past few years I have 
looked into the various socialist cur¬ 
rents. The last year of my develop¬ 
ment. has found me wavering be¬ 
tween anarchism and the unortho¬ 
dox Trotskyism of the ISO, News 
and Letters, etc.. . . 

One issue which had pushed me 
from anarchy had been the issue of 
racism, how to deal with the prob¬ 
lem without the rule of law and the 
fact that much of the anarchist 
movement is white while seeming 
to be insensitive to the problem. On 
the other hand, I am aware of the 
fact that the rule of law has not 
brought about an end to racism and 
nationalism. 

I decided to re-examine this idea 
that minorities can only be protect¬ 
ed from a racist majority by the use 
of laws. My concern that the anar¬ 
chist movement did not address the 
issue of racism has been put aside 
by the founding of a new journal, 
Love and Rage. An article by Neil 
Farber in Ideas and Action No. 13 
also helped in clarifying this issue. 
At the same time the lack of sensi¬ 
tivity shown by Keith Preston of 



the Richmond Anarchist Workshop, 
concerning racism m his letter at¬ 
tacking Love and Rage published in 
Ideas and Action No. 13, as well as 
Fifth Estate No. 3 Winter 1990, 
proves this is a problem not fully re¬ 
solved in the libertarian socialist 
movement. 

While I intend to research this is¬ 
sue further by reading The Continu¬ 
ing Appeal of Nationalism by Fredy 
Perlman, and Lucy Parsons: Ameri¬ 
can Revolutionary, by Carolyn Ash- 
baugh, I have decided to support 
both Love and Rage and the Work¬ 
ers Solidarity Alliance. I feel that 
the criticism of the "statement of 
principles” proposed and accepted 
at the Love and Rage founding con¬ 
ference basically amounts to sectar¬ 
ian nitpicking. People cannot ex¬ 
pect the paper to publish the col¬ 
lected works of Bakunin and Kro¬ 
potkin in every issue.

Dublin, Ireland — The Garda (Irish 
cops) have recently admitted that 
whole areas of South Dublin are "no- 
go-areas.” In Ronanstown, one Gar¬ 
da said, * ‘the area is totally out of con¬ 
trol. Gangs of up to 200 strong regu¬ 
larly congregate to stone the Garda 
station here.” IMA common tactic is 
one that regular readers of Class War 
will recognize: 

Stolen cars are driven slowly 
around, waiting for the cops to 
chase, then they are ambushed by 
gangs, who are waiting at prear¬ 
ranged points. 

In one incident recently, a stolen 
Saab was chased by a Garda patrol 
car. The driver slowed right down, so 
the cops could catch up, then led 
them through areas where up to 100 
people were waiting on street cor¬ 
ners. The Garda car had all its win¬ 
dows and lights smashed, as well as 
very badly damaged bodywork!

Filipinos Battle U.S. Bases 

Hundreds of people battled 

with police at the gate of Clark Air 
Base and in front of the U.S. embassy 
in the Philippines, February 19, in a 
demonstration against a visit by U.S. 
Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney. 
Thirty people were injured as trun¬ 
cheon-wielding police tried to pre¬ 
vent the crowd from from dismant¬ 
ling barbed wire barricades at the air 
base. In Manila, 200 students pelted 
riot police with stones, tomatoes and 
firebombs in front of the U.S. embas¬ 
sy. Tfear gas was used to disperse the 
crowd. The U.S. Congress unilateral¬ 
ly cut $96 million from its pledged 
compensation for military bases in 
the Philippines. The bases are widely 
regarded as a symbol of U.S. imperial¬ 
ism and the cuts have further in¬ 
flamed popular opposition to the 
bases.

Don’t Leave the Driving to Them 

Six thousand Greyhound bus 
drivers struck March 2 to regain 
some of the 25% pay cut they took in 
1987. Greyhound has responded by 
trying to bust the union, giving “per¬ 
manent" jobs to at least 2,100 scabs. 
A striker was crushed by a scab-driv¬ 
en bus in Redding, California. But the 
workers are not lying down in the 
face of these attacks. Shots have 
been fired at scab buses in Chicago, 
Phoenix, Connecticut and Florida. 
While union officials have denied 
any responsibility for the shootings, 
they have clearly raised the costs of 
scabbing. This determination to win 
the strike by any means necessary is 
is a refreshing break with the strict 
legality that has so weakened the la¬ 
bor movement in the U.S.

Haitians Hit Racist Regs 

HAITIAN organizations in New York and Miami have protested a Federal 
recommendation to exclude all Haitians from blood donations. The Food and 
Drug Administration based its racist recommendation on the grounds that 
for Haitians the primary route for AIDS transmission is through heterosexual 
intercourse, thereby making it more difficult to identify people at high risk of 
AIDS. More than 5,000 Haitian-Americans marched defiantly outside an FDA 
office in Miami, snarling traffic at Miami International Airport.

FMLN: ‘We’re no threat to capitalism’ | 

RECENT UPHEAVALS from Moscow to Managua have stripped away 
the revolutionary veneer of Communism. As Communist Party bureau¬ 
crats come out of the closet as the capitalists they always were, the leaders 
of guerrilla armies from South Africa to El Salvador are also dropping the 
pretenses of anti-capitalism. "We don’t consider ourselves either Commu¬ 
nists or Marxist-Leninists' said Ferman Cienfuegoes, a senior commander 
under the red banner of El Salvador’s FMLN. In an interview with the leftist 
Guardian (March 7) the FMLN’s New York representative Gustavo Acosta 
was even more explicit: "FMLN leaders have been saying for a long time 
that an FMLN victory would not pose a threat to capitalism in Latin Ameri¬ 
ca or in this hemisphere. On the contrary, it will bring about a transforma¬ 
tion that will enable capitalism to become more capable of resolving our 
country’s economic problems . . . we are talking about introducing re¬ 
forms that have elements that would make the system work better, be 
more dynamic.” 

Capitalism under the FMLN will still be capitalism. It will still be bosses, 
bureaucrats and generals running the show, exploiting the labor of the Sal¬ 
vadoran people and accumulating power and profits at their expense. The 
FMLN hopes to be able to sell the products of other people’s labor on the in¬ 
ternational market just like the current rulers of El Salvador. An FMLN vic¬ 
tory will mean renegotiating the terms of exploitation for the Salvadoran 
people. 

Solidarity activists in North America who haved pinned on the FMLN 
their hopes for authentic power-to-the-people may need to reconsider 
their allegiances. With U.S.-supplied bombs raining down on them, the Sal¬ 
vadoran people can not afford such sentimental hand-wringing. Even if 
the FMLN will not fulfill our need to distantly project our own anti-capital- 
ism, the Salvadoran people still need our determined solidarity and resis¬ 
tance if they are to throw the U.S. and its loyal butchers out. ★ 


No Soldiering in the Rain 

STRIKES and demonstrations by 
East German soldiers have become 
common and possibly tens of thou¬ 
sands of soldiers have effectively 
deserted, either by fleeing to the 
West or by taking civilian jobs aban¬ 
doned by other East German work¬ 
ers. On March 5, soldiers in the 
Eighth Motorized Rifle Division re¬ 
fused to go on exercises at 4 a.m. in 
the rain. The mutiny lasted a few 
hours and only ended after the arrest 
of two soldiers. This incident is only 
one of many that have effectively de¬ 
stroyed the fighting capacity of the 
East German military.

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Berkeley Cops Mot 
At Student Squat

a M FRIDAY MARCH 2, STU- 
dents at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Berkeley’s Barrington Hall 
hosted a private poetry reading. 
About 40 people gathered in the 
downstairs lounge to quietly listen to 
poetry. At 10 p.m., upwards of three 
dozen police broke into the party, de¬ 
clared the reading to be an illegal 
gathering and ordered everyone out 
of the building. The residents and 
their guests refused, thus beginning 
a five-hour confrontation with the 
police which ended with eight peo¬ 
ple in the hospital, 17 in jail, 10 in¬ 
jured cops, a demolished police car 
and over $10,000 in damage to stu¬ 
dents' property. 

The police riot was the latest de¬ 
velopment in the ongoing attack on 
Barrington Hall, a long-standing 
home of radical activism in Berkeley. 
In November 1989, the University 
Students’ Cooperative Association 
(USCA) voted to close down the hall. 

Eighteen residents remained in 
the building after the USCA closure to 
fight the eviction and many other for¬ 
mer residents and community sup¬ 
porters are committed to keeping 
this center of Berkeley radicalism 
alive. According to their slogan, they 
will “Squat or Rot!” 

The March 2nd riot began at ap¬ 
proximately 10 p.m. when a half- 
dozen cops entered the downstairs 
lounge and sprayed mace into the 
room. Twenty minutes later, USCA 
General Manager George Proper en¬ 
tered the building with 30 police offi¬ 
cers in full riot gear. The police an¬ 
nounced that everyone should either 
disperse or be arrested. This ridicu¬ 
lous order was ignored. 

The riot cops then began pushing 
people out of the house. They were 
quickly ordered to begin jabbing, a 
tactic that has been implicated as the 
cause of serious injuries. Immediate¬ 
ly, one woman crumbled on the 
ground after being struck on the fore¬ 
head. Severed people were randomly 
pulled behind police lines, thrown to

the ground and beaten. At the end of 
the attack, five people were taken to 
the hospital with serious injuries. 
The cops swept the upper floors of 
the house in a similar fashion — first 
spraying mace, then beating people 
out the doors. 

Enraged by the police actions, we 
built a bonfire in the street behind 
Barrington. About 400 people gath¬ 
ered around the fire. 

The police then did a sweep down 
the street, using the same jabbing 
technique. The crowd started throw- 
ing bottles, and any other handy pro¬ 
jectiles, at the cops. A firetruck then 
arrived to put out the fire, which had 
become a large blaze. After extin¬ 
guishing the fire several times, only 
to have it restarted by the crowd, the 
fire department turned its water can¬ 
non on the crowd for a full half-hour. 
The Bay Area is currently experienc¬ 


ing a drought. 

At 2:15 a.m,, the police once again 
charged into Barrington, after 100 or 
so people had regained entry. Inside, 
the cops conducted an unannounced 
search of the bedrooms where peo¬ 
ple had barricaded themselves. At 
each room, the police would ram 
through the barricades, beat whom¬ 
ever they found inside, and order 
people outside, forcing them to run a 
gauntlet of seven or so officers who 
beat them with their billyclubs. Oth¬ 
er people were forced to jump from 
their windows to fire escapes to 
avoid being beaten. 

One resident describes her experi¬ 
ence: “We sat in Room 208 and lis¬ 


tened to the police breaking doors. 
We were all afraid; it sounded out of 
control. They got up to our barricad¬ 
ed door (we had hoped it would pro¬ 
tect us) and began ramming it. They 
got through it and came in after us. 
We were sitting in the farthest comer 
of the room. They yelled, ‘Fuck you 
— it’s the police!’ We sill stood with 
our hands above our heads, saying 
‘We are peaceful, we are cooperat¬ 
ing,’ over and over. They didn’t hear 
us and proceeded to push and throw 
us around. An officer picked one man 
up and threw him head first towards 
the door, saying ‘Here comes another 
asshole.' ”

The Handmaid's Tale 


Y ears ago i had a night- 

mare — a scary one, about living 
in a world similar to Gilead, in the 
book The Handmaid's Tale. Last year 
when I finally got around to reading 
The Handmaid's Tale by Margaret 
Atwood, a few pages into the book, I 
realized my bad dream was a popu¬ 
lar one. The book was terrifying, 
1984ish, but somehow more believa¬ 
ble. It took me two days to finish the 
book in fits and starts. Between times 
I thought about it. I was feeling al¬ 
most paranoid; every time I passed 
the door I’d check to make sure it 
was locked. The movie, based on the 
story in the book, is faithful in theme, 
but lacks that sense of dread, of find¬ 
ing yourself disoriented in a situation 
where you are seemingly powerless. 

In her book, Atwood creates a 
world, Gilead, where the ultra-right 
has come to power. Women lose all 
value, except that of breeder, servant 
or wife. Those who don’t fit into the 




new scheme are quickly eliminated. 
The women who have remained fer¬ 
tile through the toxic disasters, nuc¬ 
lear accidents and environmental 
pollution are assigned the role of 
handmaid. The handmaids become 
property of wealthy men of power, to 
be impregnated by the husband and 
bear a child for the infertile wife. 
Women in this new society are con¬ 
trolled completely, prohibited from 
reading, moving about freely or com¬ 
municating beyond their prayerful 
greetings or talk of domestic chores 
or the weather. 

Kate, in the book, never gives in. 
From the moment she is captured 
her thoughts are of escape, anger, 
sorrow and hatred for the system she 
is trapped within. She won’t let 
herself forget her real name (she has 
been renamed Offred — of Fred), her 
former life, friends, her husband or 
little daughter. 

The movie’s Kate seems almost 


impassive, floating from situation to 
situation. The complexity of the rela¬ 
tionships in the book becomes flat¬ 
tened out on the screen. The relation¬ 
ship between Kate and Nick in the 
book is conspiratorial. He's some¬ 
how different, more human, she can 
talk to him. And it’s dangerous; she is 
not sure if he is an agent of the State 
or a “political” involved with the 
Mayday underground. In the movie, 
Kate sort of falls into the relationship, 
the tone of danger is absent. The 
most interesting character in the 
movie is Kate’s friend, a dyke who is 
tough, rebellious and has a biting 
sense of humor. Unfortunately, she 
disappears early on and then reap¬ 
pears only briefly. The movie’s end¬ 
ing is a “happy” romantic one, quite 
a change from the ambiguous end¬ 
ing of the book. Unfortunately, the 
movie was close to the book in detail, 
but watered down the characters. 
Stick with the book. ★

We 
recognize the special oppression of African-Americans 
since slavery to the present and fight for the liberation 
and self-determination of Black people in the U.S. We 
fight the resurgence of anti-Asian and anti-Arab rac¬ 
ism. We take front rank in the fight against racist skin¬ 
head, klan, nazi and cop terror. 

Love and Rage is anti-imperialist. 

We support the right of self-determination of nation¬ 
alities oppressed by the various forms of imperialism. 
We fight to get the U.S. out of Central America, Puerto 


Rico and all other lands. We support the destruction of 
the U.S. Federal State. We support the destruction of 
the Soviet Empire and the liberation of its peoples. We 
are for the destruction of Apartheid, the IMF, World 
Bank, multi-national corporations and other forms of 
imperialism. 

Love and Rage is anti-sexist. 

We are for the liberation and self-determination of all 
womyn. We are fighters against patriarchy and for the 
empowerment of womyn. This means, mi nimall y un¬ 
questionable reproductive freedom for all womyn re¬ 
gardless of race or economic status and a world free of 
sexist violence. We recognize that the oppression of 
womyn is necessary to the continued functioning of 
the State. The State will not solve our problems. Our lib¬ 
eration lies in the overthrow of the State. 

Love and Rage supports Lesbian, Blaffectionate (Bisexual) 
and Qay liberation. 

We reject the compulsory heterosexuality of the pa¬ 
triarchal family, and support attempts to foster a diver¬ 


sity of consensual human relationships and sexuality. 

Love and Rage will support the struggles of youth against 
their specific oppression. 

Love and Rage makes a special effort to provide a 
platform for youth. We recognize that the revolutionary 
future lies with the youth. 

Love and Rage supports the struggle against the domina¬ 
tion of the natural world. 

We recognize that the current industrial order, built 
on the exploitation of the planet and its inhabitants, 
has given rise to an ecological crisis that threatens the 
very survival of life on the planet. We support the move¬ 
ments that resist further destruction of the planet. We 
see the need for the revolutionary transformation of 
our relations with the planet and the species on it. We 
want to stop and reverse the destruction of the wilder¬ 
ness. We want to stop and reverse the poisoning of the 
air, land and water. We are against the exploitation of 
animals in factory farming and testing systems. We op¬ 
pose the attacks by the State on the animal liberation 
movement. 

This statement does not attempt to include all issues 
of concern to anarchists and anti-authoritarians, nor 
does Love and Rage pretend to fully understand, or be 
fully united on, all issues. We do not purport to repre¬ 
sent the full spectrum of diversity in the contemporary 
anarchist movement. We will not shy away from con¬ 
troversy. We will always seek the input of our readers 
and other activists in our efforts to advance both our 
own understanding and that of the movements we 
serve.

/ T IS EARLY MORNING , THE DAY 
after a big celebration of the envi¬ 
ronment. The air is calm. Corporate 
executives, comfortable reform-envi¬ 
ronmentalists, members of Congress 
and the generally well-off have just 
pulled off quite a scam. A whole week 
of activities aimed at improving the 
quality of the environment went 
smoothly, with only a few “extrem¬ 
ist” groups around the country dis¬ 
rupting what was otherwise a pleas¬ 
ant occasion. Nothing to do now but 
check the Wall Street stocktradings 
on the computer. But wait, no trading 
is being reported! What's going on? 

Taking direct action on Monday, 
April 23, radicals from the Northeast, 
Midwest and Canada will expose the 
root causes of the social and ecologi¬ 
cal crisis in capitalist and statist sys¬ 
tems; systems which have devel¬ 
oped out of, and are interconnected 
with, other forms of hierarchy and 
domination.

ecologists, eco-feminists and others 
believe that the upcoming 20th anni¬ 
versary of Earth Day (April 22) needs 
to be radicalized because the under¬ 
lying reasons for the ecological crisis 
are being ignored and systematically 
excluded from public discussion and 
action plans. Their target is Wall 
Street — a center of capitalism. 

With its endless need to expand, 
its exploitation of human labor and 
its disregard for the integrity of eco¬ 
logical and human communities, 
capitalism is both anti-ecological and 
anti-democratic. The future of life de¬ 
pends upon capitalism’s abolition 
and the development of non-statist, 
direct-democratic, social-ecological 
alternatives. 

In sharp contrast to most environ¬ 
mentalists and conservative mem¬ 
bers of the Greens, those organizing 
the Earth Day Wall Street Action see 
the ecological crisis as a direct result 
of the crisis in society; a society 
marked by race, sex, class and other 
divisions. Their organizing is involv¬ 


ing a wide variety of people who are 
excited by the potential for a radical 
action. 

The action will be based upon the 
initiative of autonomous affinity 
groups, working within general po¬ 
litical principles, action guidelines 
and a scenario developed over the 
last eight months. The primary fo¬ 
cus, beginning very early in the 
morning, is to blockade the Stock Ex¬ 
change, not allowing anyone in to 
start the day No one is authorized to 
negotiate an orchestrated arrest sce¬ 
nario, although some people do in¬ 
tend to do civil disobedience (CD). In 
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addition to mobile tactics and CD, 
others will engage in street theater 
and a variety of other protest actions. 
A march is planned for early after¬ 
noon, followed by decentralized ac¬ 
tions and perhaps a large-scale CD 
and War Chest Tour. 

Wall Street is a center of the sys¬ 
tem we oppose. By taking direct ac¬ 
tion there we can ignite a new oppo¬ 
sitional force in the long-term strug¬ 
gle for a socially-just, ecological soci¬ 
ety. The 1990s can be a time of revo¬ 
lutionary change if we respond to 
our situation, clearly articulating not 
only our rejection of the existing sys¬ 
tem, but also affirming viable alter¬ 
natives. Thke it to Wall Street!

The AIDS Movement: 

HOW WE GONNA ACT UP IN THE 90s?

A ids continues to plague 

.the oppressed in society. AIDS 
generally hits those who are op¬ 
pressed and isolated by the powers- 
that-be: people of color, gays and les¬ 
bians, women and children, IV drug- 
users and the homeless. The govern¬ 
ment has spent far more on building 
bombs than on fighting AIDS. As 
long as AIDS mostly affects those 
whom the powers-that-be care little 
about, they would rather let people 
with AIDS die or go to concentration 
camps. 

The AIDS epidemic surfaced at the 
height of the right-wing movement 
in the United States. Unemployment 
runs rampant, social programs are 
slashed, unions are busted, affirma¬ 
tive action and abortion rights are 
stripped, and police brutality and 
gay-bashing are on the rise. 

For the past few years there has 
been a strong AIDS movement with¬ 
in the middle-class white gay com¬ 
munity, where networking, AIDS ed¬ 
ucation, social services, housing and 
healthcare are more available. There 
hasn’t been a conscious effort to 
build a long-term coalition with oth¬ 
ers who are affected by AIDS. The 
leadership of most AIDS organiza¬ 
tions seem not to see any connection 
between AIDS and oppresion. They 
have taken on the right-wing philos¬ 
ophy of taking care of oneself and for¬ 
getting the oppression of others. 

The AIDS epidemic is being used 
by conservatives as a further argu¬ 
ment against gay/lesbian liberation. 
Unfortunately, some gays are brain¬ 
washed by institutionalized hetero¬ 
sexism, and feel that we either 
should stay in the closet, or that we 
deserve AIDS. 

ACT UP (AIDS Coalition to Unleash 
Power) has been a radical force in 
challenging the powers-that-be in 
dealing with AIDS. The Food and 


Drug Administration has begun re¬ 
leasing new drugs for AIDS a little 
faster because of the pressure of ACT 
UP. ACT UP is the only major AIDS or¬ 
ganization fighting AIDS through di¬ 
rect action, as opposed to lobbying 
politicians. 

People of color — gay and lesbian, 
or straight, women and children, IV 
drug-users, poor and working-class 
whites are less likely to receive the 
latest drugs available for AIDS. Their 
AIDS is generally diagnosed late. 
Housing and AIDS education is not 
readily available to them. 

Most mainstream organizations of 
people of color are slow in dealing 
with AIDS, or are ignoring it, because 
they are uncomfortable discussing 
lesbian/gay sexuality and IV drug 


use. There's controversy over 
whether needle exchange programs 
should be encouraged. These organi¬ 
zations fear being pro-sexual when 
they address AIDS, partly because 
they get financial backing from 
churches and businesses who are 
against gayAesbian liberation and 
pre-marital sex. There is no visible 
radical people-of-color gayAesbian 
movement to fight AIDS, although 
there are some dedicated individuals 
and groupings. There is some gay/ 
lesbian union organizing. 

Most AIDS organizations are not 
sensitive to the needs of poor wom¬ 
en. It’s already bad enough that 
housing and AIDS education are not 
available for women and children; 
but middle-class organizations that 
speak to poor women lack under¬ 
standing - of their situation. It’s not 


easy to persuade their husbands or 
boyfriends to use condoms, because 
they’re afraid the man would leave, 
and the woman would have no other 
way of surviving’ — which makes 
this a struggle against sexism and 
class oppression. 


I think if we have a radical, multi¬ 
racial, people of color, lesbian and 
gay, straight, womyn/children, poor I 
working class white fight against 
AIDS, from an anti-racist, anti-sexist, 
anti-classist, pro-sexual liberation 
point of view, we will have a better 
chance of winning. I envision an an¬ 
archist society, where quality health¬ 
care and living conditions are availa¬ 
ble to everyone. This kind of society 
would be cured of AIDS — and of ra¬ 
cism, sexism, classism and hetero¬ 
sexism. ★ 


National AIDS Action In Chicago April 23

ACT NOW(AIDS Coalition to Net¬ 
work, Organize, and Win) is planning 
a national action on public health¬ 
care and insurance discrimination on 
the weekend of April 20-23 in Chica¬ 
go. During that weekend, a confer¬ 
ence of people of color, healthcare, 
and AIDS activism is being planned 
by the Out of Newtown Caucus of 
ACT UP/Chicago (AIDS Coalition To 
Unleash Power). 

The Out of Newtown Caucus is 
dedicated to extending outreach be¬ 
yond the white middle-class gay and 
lesbian community. Its conference is 
now planned to meet on Friday, April 
20 from 12:00-6:00 p.m. at the Unit¬ 
ed Church of Rogers Park, 1545 W. 
Morse, Chicago. There will be speak¬ 
ers addressing various issues; there 
will be time for people to caucus; and 
it is hoped that a resource center and 
newsletter for people-of-color AIDS 
activists can be launched. 


ACT NOW will have its member¬ 
ship conference at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago campus on Satur¬ 
day, April 21, from 1:00 to 3:00 p.m. 
and Sunday, April 22, from 10:00 a.m. 
to 2:00 p.m. 

There will be a 24-hour vigil at 
Cook County Hospital in Chicago 
from 3:00 p.m. Saturday to 3:00 p.m. 
Sunday to address issues of quality 
healthcare for the poor. The vigil will 
include a soup kitchen, guerrilla the¬ 
ater, and speakers. The hospital is 
understaffed; the AIDS ward has only 
16 beds; there is no ward for women 
and children; and the hospital has a 
ten-year-old policy of performing no 
abortions, although it is the chief 
source of healthcare in Chicago for 
the poor. 

On April 23, ACT NOW will assem¬ 
ble at Michigan and Randolph to 
march at various insurance compa¬ 
nies and the headquarters of the 


American Medical Association to 
protest discriminatory insurance 
practices against people with AIDS, 
and to the Cook County Board, 
which controls Cook County Hospi¬ 
tal. Supporters of Love and Rage in 
Chicago are asking anarchists and 
anti-authoritarians to come and form 
a contingent at the demonstration.

O N FEBRUARY 20, STRIKING 
Pittston miners voted for a con¬ 
tract that ended a 10 month strike. 
On January 1, the United Mine Work¬ 
ers announced that they had reached 
a tentative agreement with the Pitt¬ 
ston Coal Company, possibly ending 
the strike against that company 
which began in April of 1989. The 
Pittston strike has served as a focus 
for (and inspiration to) the workers’ 
movement in the United States, re¬ 
minding workers of the power inher¬ 
ent in class solidarity while at the 
same time underscoring the glaring 
inadequacies of the labor movement 
as it currently exists. 

We saw workers in mines not di¬ 
rectly affected by the strike take their 
own initiative and launch wildcat 
strikes. The leadership of the UMW 
moved quickly to squash those 
strikes. Workers from around the 
globe expressed support and solidar¬ 
ity with the Pittston miners. The 
leadership of the UMW tried to con¬ 
vince the workers to quickly settle 
the strike. 

We saw miners dressed for war 
staffing blockades to protect their in¬ 
terests. The leadership of the UMW 
ordered those miners to submit 
peacefully to arrest by the state po¬ 
lice. The workers were willing to do 
anything necessary to win the battle 
while the business union leadership 
did everything possible to lose the 
war. 

The strike began over a number of 
issues, one of which has become as 
basic during the last few years as 
wages and hours were a few dec¬ 
ades ago: health care. In our age of 
high-cost, assembly-line medicine, 
basic health insurance is vital for a 
family. Given the inherent risks of 
working in the mines, adequate 
health care is as important to miners 
as putting food on the table. 

When Pittston Coal Company 
withdrew from the Bituminous Coal

taken prior to contract negotiations 
and was generally perceived as Pitt- 
ston’s way of telling the miners that 
they were dealing with a New Order. 
And sure enough, when the compa¬ 
ny presented its contract offer, it con¬ 
tained across-the-board demands for 
concessions, with no room for com¬ 
promise. The workers at Pittston had 
two choices: surrender or fight. 

Courage and Class Solidarity 

The strike itself has been filled 
with incidents of courage and class 
solidarity. Students in the affected 
counties of western Virginia stayed 
away from classrooms in sympathy 
strikes. A band of women miners 
and miner’s wives calling them¬ 
selves “The Daughters of Mother 
Jones” appeared and took such ac¬ 
tions as seizing Pittston’s regional 
headquarters. Residents of western 
Virginia assisted the miners in vari¬ 
ous ways, from donating food and 
bail money to using their cars to 
block roads used by scabs and state 
police. 

There were incidents of brutality 
too. Several miners were run down 
by scab-driven trucks in the early 
months of the strike. The state po¬ 
lice, called out in force by the pro¬ 
business govemer of Virginia, used

Operators Association (an organiza¬ 
tion of coal companies created in the 
1950s to allow the UMW to negotiate 
one contract for all unionized mines), 
one of their first actions was to cut 
medical benefits to retired miners 
and widows. This meant that retired 
miners, many suffering from black 
lung disease, had their oxygen cut 
off by Pittston Coal. This action was 


“choke-holds” and excessive force. 
The arrests during the strike num¬ 
bered in the thousands. The miners 
blocked mine entrances and and 
were arrested in droves. The courts 
(capital’s best pal) levied fines that, 
by December, totalled over 60 million 
dollars. 

It became clear early on that the 
courts, the cops, the state government 


Sundays included, disrupting the 
lives of the workers for an increased 
profit margin. 

As most people said, the best the 
UMW could hope for was the status 
quo. In the present situation nothing 
tangible can be gained, no real im¬ 
provements can be won, by follow¬ 
ing the business union leadership. 
The present business unions are as 
tied to the capitalist system as the 
chamber of commerce. Our strug¬ 
gles, to be even remotely successful, 
will have to extend outside the con¬ 
fines of capitalist law.

In November around a hundred 

miners seized and occupied a coal 
preparation plant. With 2,000 sup¬ 
porters arrayed outside the facility 
the police and rent-a-cops were help¬ 
less. After making their point, the 
miners peacefully left the plant. It 
was clear that something wild was 
in the air. 

Striking miners formed the most 
visible contingent in a memorial 
march to Blair Mountain in West Vir¬ 
ginia, where striking miners fought a 
pitched battle with state militia and 
company goons in the 1920s. 

By mid-December the situation 
was critical. There was even a possi¬ 
bility that a short-term general strike 
could have been called. The UMW 
leadership event so far as to seek af¬ 
filiation with the AFL-CIO, perhaps to 
facilitate a more centralized control 
of such a strike. But in truth the busi¬ 
ness union leadership is more scared 
of a general strike than the capitalists 
are. A general strike would give birth 
to new, more practical modes of or¬ 
ganization, organizational forms cre¬ 
ated by and for the rank and file for 
the purpose of coordinating necessa¬ 
ry activities related to the strike. The 
bureaucrats in their offices would be 
exposed for what they are: at best 
useless, at worst a hindrance. The 
real power in the union would move 
into the streets and meeting halls. 

In any case, the details of the 
agreement are pretty depressing. In 
short, the union keeps its health in¬ 
surance (actual details are not yet 
available) along with some vague 
promises of job security and in return 
they have surrendered everything 
else: Pittston will now be able to run 
their mines on a continuous basis,

N SUNDAY MARCH 18, A DEM- 
onstration was held in front of a 
McDonald’s in New York City to pro¬ 
test McDonald’s destruction of South 
American rainforests, murder of ani¬ 
mals, use of styrofoam packaging, 
contribution to Third World starva¬ 
tion due to meat production and sub¬ 
standard working conditions, as well 
as many other atrocities. 

Shortly before 3:00 p.m. the literac 
ture ran out and the more militant 
demonstrators became bored. The 
crowd had swelled from 50 to over 
100. The chanting got louder and Mc¬ 
Donald’s was paint-bombed with 
red paint, signifying blood, as a more 
dramatic visual effect. Shortly after, a 


McDonald’s garbage can mysteri¬ 
ously burst into flames. 

The cops did not hesitate to react. 
They began pushing at the crowd 
with their nightsticks, ordering them 
off the sidewalk. They pinpointed 
one demonstrator, slammed him 
against a car and cuffed him. A sec¬ 
ond demonstrator tried to pull the 
first one away from the police. The 
second demonstrator was pushed to 
the ground by another group of po¬ 
lice, his arms were held behind his 
back as his head was pressed against 
the pavement. His face turned bright 
red; he was obviously in great pain. 


His wrist was fractured. 

The crowd chanted “Let him go!” 
Many of us put ourselves between 
the police and their cars, but the po¬ 
lice pushed their way through, hit¬ 
ting many people with their night¬ 
sticks in the process. The two dem¬ 
onstrators were taken away. By this 
time the entire crowd was in the 
street blocking traffic and chanting 
“No Police State!” Supportive pas¬ 
sers-by and NYU students hanging 
out their windows chanted the 
same. The police announced they 
were clearing the street and began 
pushing people back onto the side¬ 


walk. 

The demonstration moved to an¬ 
other McDonald's. The police were 
not there to greet us, but when they 
finally caught on, they showed up in 
force. 

The demonstration then returned 
to the original location. After the 
demonstration wound down we (a 
large group of vegan demonstrators) 
went to Chinatown for our post¬ 
demo dinner. On our way back a 
demonstrator liberated a turtle from 
her sure-to-be-torturous death as 
soup. The turtle was quickly trans¬ 
ported to Minneapolis where she 
will be released into her natural envi¬ 
ronment. ★

THERE is a new Maximum Maxi¬ 
mum State Prison in Corcoran, Cali¬ 
fornia. It is part of the new wave in 
incarceration. Its official name is Cali¬ 
fornia State Prison (Level IV) Security 
Housing Unit. Its sole purpose is to 
keep every prisoner there in a com¬ 
plete and perpetual state of “lock- 
down.” 

There are hundreds of young male 
first offenders currently imprisoned 
there, as well as repeat offenders. 
The only reason for such a place to 
exist is to completely break the spirit, 
mind and body of the individuals be¬ 
ing held there. We at NY-ABC were 
recently contacted by an inmate of 
Corcoran CSP-SHU. 

What is daily life like in a Maxi¬ 
mum Maximum State Prison? 


• No outside contact except through 
glass-windowed booths. 

• No rehabilitation or vocational pro¬ 
grams whatsoever 

• No educational or work opportuni¬ 
ties. 

• 24-hour, 7- days-a-week lock-up in 
cells (minus shower and exercise 
time of eight or nine hours per week.) 

• 24-hour gun coverage of all in¬ 
mates by guards. 

• Automatic handcuff-shackling and 
strip-searching of prisoners for any 
out-of-cell activity. 

• Almost no medical or dental care. 

• No tobacco, cigarettes or personal 


JOHN Perotti, who, along with 
two other prisoners, began a hunger 
strike on February 14, has ended his 
fast due to failing health. John ended 
his hunger strike on February 28. We 
don’t have any information right 
now on the other two hunger-strik¬ 
ers, Sudan Swafford and Michael 
Day. John has been transferred to an¬ 
other prison in Ohio, the Lebanon 
Correctional Facility. 

Since his arrival at Lebanon, John’s 
isolation of the last few years has 
continued. He is segregated, the only 
one on his cell block. He is having 
trouble both sending and receiving

Places like Corcoran CSP-SHU are 
an example of the policy of State gov¬ 
ernments to treat prisoners like the 
living dead, allocating the minimum 
possible to keep them alive in the 
most basic sense of the word.

The only visitor John has been al¬ 
lowed has been his mother; no other 
relatives, friends, or supporters have 
been permitted.

As a result John’s most 
recent visit with his mom was ex¬ 
tended from the usual one hour to 
four. 

John is perceived by the prison ad¬ 
ministration and staff as a threat, due 
to his organizing and legal work on 
the behalf of other prisoners. They 


are determined to keep him as isola¬ 
ted as possible, but they seem to be 
responding to outside pressure.

As of March 15, 42 prisoners re¬ 
mained on the hungerstrike. Of 
these 30 were being force-fed. None 
of the prisoners has lost conscious¬ 
ness, but some are pre-comatose. 
The force-feeding has happened in 
spite of a court ruling that it violated 
their human rights as long as they re¬ 
mained conscious. The prison ad¬ 
ministration replied that they would 
not participate in someone’s suicide.

I N THE AFRICAN-AMERICAN 
intifadah there is no United Na¬ 
tional Leadership. But there is Public 
Enemy. Public Enemy’s powerful in¬ 
fluence with today’s rebels is unde¬ 
niable. 

In January of '89 when the KKK 
tried to rally in downtown Atlanta 
they were greeted by hundreds of 
Black kids who threw rocks and 
charged the police line chanting 
"Too Black, Too Strong!” a quote 
from Malcolm X that Public Enemy 
popularized by sampling it on their 
album, It Tkkes a Nation of Millions to 
Hold Us Back (1988). Last summer 
“Fight the Power,” Public Enemy's 
contribution to the soundtrack of Do 
the Right Thing became the battlecry 
for thousands of African-American 
college students who rioted when 
police attacked their annual Greek- 
fest celebration in Virginia Beach, 
Virginia. I've seen gang fights at par¬ 
ties broken up by kids singing/shout¬ 
ing “Self-destruction, you’re headed 
for self-destruction,” a line from a hip 
hop hit that Public Enemy had a 
hand in. 

Public Enemy’s cuts give more 
than just slogans to the Black nation. 
“Party for Your Right to Fight” from 
Nation of Millions is a quick history of 
the Black Panther Party as well as a 
clever dis on a white band's idiot hit. 
“Black Steel in the Hour of Chaos” 
from the same album, describes a 


prison revolt. Public Enemy is out to 
teach. 

Now Public Enemy’s latest com¬ 
munique is out. “Welcome to the Ter- 
rordome” is a five-minute journey in¬ 
to the minds of a people under siege 
from an increasingly racist and re¬ 
pressive society. Paranoia and defi¬ 
ance bounce off each other in lyrics 
and music. 

The new single opens with PE’s 
frontman Chuck D’s cry, “I got so 
much trouble on my mind — Refuse 
to lose!” He then proceeds to exam¬ 
ine those “troubles” of the past year 
from Bensonhurst to the murder of 
Huey Newton to the continued self- 
destruction of many Black communi¬ 
ties. “I’m not going to look at 1989 
like Ted Koppel, ... I’m looking at 
1989 like a brother on the mother- 
fuckin’ block to see how 1989 affect¬ 
ed me and Black America. That’s 
what ‘Welcome to the Terxordome' is 
about,” Chuck D explained at a re¬ 
cent concert. 

"Welcome to the Terrordome” 
speaks about a siege mentality, "Eve¬ 
ry Brother ain’t a Brother — Cuz the 
color just as well could be undercov¬ 
er” (never a quicker lesson on COIN- 
TELPRO). But it also creates a siege 
mentality with Chuck D's screaming 
vocals that sometimes sound more 
like punk than hip hop. The hard 
driving music has a feeling of sus¬ 
pense, like a TV cop show. The result

is mind-opening and frightening, an 
"intellectual Viet Nam” as PE de¬ 
scribes it. 

Public Enemy knows things look 
grim but they are not cynical. If we 
fight back we can change things. 
“Can’t wait for the state — lb decide 
our fate . . . Move as a team — Never 
move alone” and samples of the rev¬ 
olutionary rasta Mutabaruka all 
speak of developing our resistance. 

Public Enemy is making the politi¬ 
cally most important music since the 
Clash. Fuck that, since Joe Hill, and 
"Terrordome” is their best song to 
date. But the song is not without its 
problems, including anti-Semitism. 

Last summer a member of PE, Pro¬ 
fessor Griff, said some dumb shit 
about how Jews are evil and control 
the world, etc. He was disciplined by 
the band and Chuck D issued a state¬ 
ment denouncing anti-Semitism. But 
a line in “Ibrrordome” raises the con¬ 
cern again. Anti-Semitism is wrong 
no matter who it comes from. We 
should be clear about who is hurt 
most by Black anti-Semitism. African- 
Americans have never oppressed 
Jews and never will. Under the cur¬ 
rent system there is no danger of 


SQUATTERS RESIST 

C.H.A. LOCKDOWN

TWO WEEKS INTO THE NEW 

year, as Operation Clean Sweep 
was entering its 17th month, a hand¬ 
ful of activists squatted a vacant 
apartment in a Chicago Housing Au¬ 
thority building. While a dozen sup¬ 
porters used a bullhorn to hail dwell¬ 
ers at the Harold Ickes Homes on the 
city’s South Side, CHA security 
guards burst into the apartment 
with their guns drawn and dragged 
the squatters down to the street. 

The attempted takeover marked 
the first time since the city has began 
its war-on-drugs crackdown on pub¬ 
lic housing that residents and home¬ 
less people had worked together 
closely. The protest had been called 
to open vacant apartments for the 
homeless. 

Opponents of Clean Sweep felt 
cheered, largely because scores of 
Ickes residents poured out of the 
building to join the protest in defi¬ 
ance of the increasing numbers of se¬ 
curity guards and Chicago police 
who rapidly arrived. 

“It was a real opening,” according 
to one activist, a white man, who has 
been attempting to organize resis¬ 
tance to Clean Sweep since its debut 
in September, 1988. 

The "opening” was in the tightly- 
closed atmosphere that still prevails 
throughout public housing in Chica¬ 
go. Members of the Campaign to end 
the CHA lockdown and of a newly- 
formed, group here, Fight the Power, 
attribute the low level of protest to 
repression from housing authorities 
and police. 

While the outpouring of resident 
support broke a year-long pattern of 
frustrated opposition to the “lock- 
downs,” it also illuminated some of 
the many problems that Clean 


Sweep’s opponents face. 

Among these are the unresolved 
relationship between white activists 
and Black residents, and the wide¬ 
spread support, among whites and 
Blacks, for draconian war-on-drugs 
measures. 

Operation Clean Sweep began in 
September 1988, when 60 Chicago 
police and CHA security officers sur¬ 
rounded a building on West Adams, 
three miles straight west of the city’s 
Loop, and stormed it. Under the su¬ 
pervision of CHA chief Vincent Lane 
and the commander of the Chicago 
police public-housing detail, half of 
the force began at the bottom and 
half at the top, searching every apart¬ 
ment without a warrant, and herd¬ 
ing residents to a processing center 
on the ground floor. 

While the raid was not the kind of 
paramilitary assault New York and 
Los Angeles have seen — no helicop¬ 
ters, flak jackets, or shotguns were 
in evidence — authorities appeared 
satisfied that they were on the right 
track. About 30 tenants were evicted 
on the grounds that they were not 
listed on the lease: children 18 and 
over, common-law husbands, and 
temporarily-homeless relatives were 
declared illegal guests. 

“Eventually we’ll get to all 168 
buildings throughout Chicago,” 
Lane vowed. 

Authorities also employed an omi¬ 
nous new technology, retina-scan¬ 
ning. Residents described having to 
submit to “eye scans." An identifica¬ 
tion system as reliable as fingerprint¬ 
ing, a retina scan electronically re¬ 
cords the unique pattern of blood 
vessels in an individual’s eyes. As 
"eye prints” are not left at a crime 
scene, retina-scanning’s only appli¬ 


cation is population control. 

Residents who were allowed to re¬ 
main were photographed and issued 
ID cards so that they could pass 
through the new wire-mesh front 
door. Armed CHA guards checked all 
IDs, and enforced a 9 p.m. curfew. 

Finally, several weeks after the 
raid, the CHA and local businesses 
staged a mass wedding for 16 cou¬ 
ples separated by eviction. Once 
married, they again had CHA grace 
to live together. 

In December 1988, following the 
second raid, which followed the for¬ 
mula, the first organized opposition 
began. An outraged long-time resi-

dent and political organizer at the 
Prairie Courts annex, the raided 
bmlding, pulled together her friends 
and invited activists to join them for a 
protest in front of the biulding. 

For two Saturdays in a row, in sub¬ 
zero weather, about 20 Black resi¬ 
dents and another 20 whites, includ¬ 
ing religious activists, anarchists, 
supporters of the Revolutionary 
Communist Party and others, rallied, 
leafletted and sang re-written Christ¬ 
mas carols. 

CHA guards at the bunding, most 
of whom were Black men, shut off 
the elevators and roUed garbage bar¬ 


mobs of Blacks lynching Jews, it’s 
just not reality.

rels into the stairwells to discourage 
residents from joining the protests. 
They let themselves be overheard 
“joking” about putting buUets into 
outspoken residents. 

With spring came new raids, and 
the stomping of a high-profile Prairie 
tenant by neighborhood teenagers, 
one of whom later stated that the 
building guards had bribed them to 
do it. 

By the time Fight the Power ar¬ 
rived on the scene, more than ten 
buildings had been locked down, 
and close to 300 persons evicted. 

Fight the Power, which organized 
the January squat-attempt and invit¬ 
ed the Campaign to support it, ap¬ 
pears composed entirely of CHA ten¬ 
ants and homeless people, making it 
a Black-controlled organization. Until 
its formation, some Clean Sweep op¬ 
ponents, Black and white, felt that 
the mostly-white character of the 
Campaign had stymied authentic 
community resistance. 

"The Campaign is perceived as a 
bunch of white people going into the 
projects telling people what to do,” 
became a familiar criticism. 

Those white activists who re¬ 
mained in the Campaign even as oth¬ 
er whites were leaving the group 
over this question continue to reply 
that focusing on resisters’ skin color 
misses the point, namely, they say, 
stopping the locking-down of Black 
public housing residents. 

The RCP, because of its analysis of 
the centrality of Black rebellion in the 
U.S. to revolution here was quick to 
"take up” the struggle against the 
lockdown. Many groups, white, 
Black and mixed, steered clear of this 
issue, for better or worse, because 
the RCP appeared to have a franchise 
on it. Unfortunately, this has become 
a self-fulfilling prophecy. Because the 
RCP acts aggressively to promote it¬ 
self as the single organization that 
can lead revolutionary struggle in 
the U.S., many groups and individu¬ 
als refuse to work with it. Conse¬ 
quently, any authentic independent 
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band quotes from a white 
supremacist text (as Professor Griff 
did this summer) the movement is in 



trouble. 

The other line that might cause 
distress is: “I don't smile in the line of 
fire, I go Wildin'.” “Wildin’ ” is the 
term the New

Black response to the lockdown will 
find few white allies outside the RCP. 
The relationship of Fight the Power 
to the RCP is not yet clear. 

The emergence of a Black-con¬ 
trolled group in opposition to the 
sweeps will not automatically sweep 
away other obstacles, especially 
ones that exist within the Black com¬ 
munity itself. Not only in Chicago, 
but across the U.S., many Black peo¬ 
ple from different economic classes 
are demanding more arrests and im¬ 
prisonment of teenage Black men to 


Park gang rape of an upperclass 
woman by a posse of Black and Latin 
teenagers last summer. I don’t 
believe PE disputes the horrible 
nature of the crime, but they fail to 
take a stand against it. They do stand 
up to the racist media though, who 
used the term “Wildin’ ” as a batter¬ 
ing ram against all Black youth. 
When Public Enemy talks about 
Wildin' they mean against the State, 
not white (or any other color) 
women. But because PE has had 
shaky sexual politics in the past they 
leave themselves wide open to 
misinterpretation. 

Public Enemy will continue to play 
a very significant role in young Black 
and all radical politics. A new album, 
Fear of a Black Planet is due out in 
April, and along with “Welcome to 
the Terrordome,” it will include 
tracks titled “Revolutionary Genera¬ 
tion,” “Who Stole the Sole?,” and “911 
is a Joke,” among others. 

As Public Enemy’s politics be¬ 
come more sophisticated ("American 
Blacks need to take a more global ap¬ 
proach . . . I’m able to see parallels 
with the American Black struggle 
and what’s happening in Israel and 
Northern Ireland,” Chuck D said in a 
recent interview) so will the politics 
of large numbers of African-Ameri¬ 
can youth. Fear of a Black Planet 
could very well be the soundtrack to 
rebellion in 1990. ★ 


if the fight against the system is too 
big. Communities, many feel, should 
wage a more “manageable” struggle 
against the dealers. 

For some, surely, fighting the sys¬ 
tem is also undesirable. Classism, in 
the form of suspicion towards any¬ 
one who lives in public housing, mir¬ 
rors the within-the-system power 
mongering of a Jackson. 

But just as troubling is the call be¬ 
ing raised from within housing proj¬ 
ects, in Chicago and across the coun¬ 
try, for greater police intervention. 



curtail gang violence and drug use. 

Many working and middle-class 
Blacks harbor a legitimate outrage 
against the violence of gangs and de¬ 
cry the devastation they wreak on 
Black communities. Discussion 
about the underlying community 
devastation, however, is nearly non¬ 
existent, and regarded as passe. 

“It’s not the guys in the white 
hoods that are your enemies,” Jesse 
Jackson has said to cheers, “it’s the 
hood in your neighborhood.” For 
many, from political leaders to intel¬ 
lectuals to homeowners to renters 
and public housing residents, it is as 


Fight the Power, for example, is 
the first Black group to emerge in this 
city that explicitly calls on “the peo¬ 
ple” to improve their lives by battling 
institutional injustice. Last fall, Black 
and white radicals watched with dis¬ 
may as Black leaders tried to funnel 
popular anger over a police murder 
into community marches against 
drug dealers. These leaders were not 
interested in talking about the ab¬ 
sence of jobs and community self- 
control that drives youth into gangs. 

In the short term, Fight the Pow¬ 
er’s emergence appears a hopeful 
sign. ★ 


COMMUNITY FIGHTS FOR 
AUDUBON BALLROOM 


A COALITION that includes Har¬ 
lem community residents, the Metro¬ 
politan Council on Housing, and the 
December 12th Movement, is work¬ 
ing to save the Audubon Ballroom 
from demolition. Columbia Universi¬ 
ty wants to build biotechnological re¬ 
search labs on the site of the Audu¬ 
bon, where Malcolm X was assassin¬ 
ated 25 years ago. The community is 
pushing to halt the demolition and 
turn the ballroom into a community 
center and monument to Malcolm X. 
Several years ago it was recommend¬ 
ed by a city planning group that the 
building be given landmark status, 
which would protect it from structur¬ 
al change or demolition. The recom¬ 
mendation was never acted on by 
the city. Columbia’s building plans 
(estimated at $22 million) include the 
for-profit research facility and a park¬ 
ing lot. The research labs will be do¬ 
ing experimental work with germs, 
viruses, and genetic material. Co¬ 
lumbia University obviously thought 



they could demolish this community 
symbol and replace it with a poten¬ 
tially hazardous research facility 
without causing too much of an up¬ 
roar. Several demonstrations have al¬ 
ready taken place and more are 
planned. ★ 


LITHUANIA FIGHTS

IKHAIL GORBACHEV IS 
trying to strangle indepen¬ 
dent Lithuania in its cradle. On 
April 5, 50 Soviet soldiers busted 
into the office of Lithuania’s Chief 
Prosecutor to evict civil servants 
loyal to Lithuanian independence. 
Since the Baltic republic declared 
independence on March 11, the 
Soviets have sought to dismantle 
Lithuanian independence one 
building at a time. From the cap¬ 
ture of Lithuanian deserters from 
the Soviet armed forces to the ex¬ 
pulsion of foreign correspondents, 
the Soviets have sought to avoid a 
massive confrontation while they 
have whittled away the symbols 
of Lithuanian sovereignty. 

For its part, the Bush ad¬ 
ministration has cooperated with 
the assault on Lithuania. Vice 
President Quayle upheld the cap¬ 
ture of Lithuanian deserters as 
essential to the maintenance of 
military discipline. This collabora¬ 
tion between imperialist powers 
offers us a glimpse of the new or¬ 
der that is being built on the 
changes in the Soviet bloc. Both 
Bush and Gorbachev have a great 
deal to fear from Lithuanian inde¬ 
pendence. 

If Lithuania is successful in its 
bid for independence it is fair to 
expect that the other Baltic na¬ 
tions, Estonia and Latvia, would 
follow quickly. It would be a short 
step to national independence for 
the many other oppressed nations 
within the Soviet empire. For over 
forty years U.S. imperialism has 
maintained a phony commitment 
to sovereignty for the Baltic na¬ 
tions, but never questioned Soviet 
control of Azerbaijan, Georgia, Ar¬ 
menia, the Ukraine or other op¬ 
pressed nations. This position is 
based on the fact that the Baltic 
nations were occupied in 1940 as 
part of the Hitler-Stalin pact, 
whereas the other nations were 
conquered under the Czars. But 
today their fates are intertwined. 
Independence for Lithuania could 


spell the collapse of the whole 
Russian imperialist house of 
cards. 

For those of us raised with the 
propaganda of the Cold War it may 
seem strange that the United 
States would oppose the collapse 
of the Soviet empire. But in fact 
that is why Bush has sold out the 
Lithuanians. Western capital 
would much rather do business 
with the dependable central bu¬ 
reaucracy of the Kremlin than 
with the unpredictable national¬ 
ists of a dozen new states. For the 
same reason, the Bush administra¬ 
tion supported the deployment of 
Soviet troops to Azerbaijan in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

The collapse of the Soviet em¬ 
pire might also serve as an inspira¬ 
tion to oppressed nationalities 
around the world. Such examples 
are important in breaking down 
the appearance of imperial invin¬ 
cibility that both the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union have relied on in 
maintaining their power. 

With such powerful enemies 
Lithuania needs all the internatio¬ 
nal solidarity it can get. Suppor¬ 
ting Lithuania’s fight for self-de¬ 
termination should not imply any 
illusions about the nationalist poli¬ 
ticians who put themselves in 
front of that struggle. In Minne¬ 
apolis on April 8, members of the 
Revolutionary Anarchist Bowling 
League held a demonstration in 
front of the U.S. Federal Building 
demanding freedom for Lithuania 
and an end to U.S. involvement in 
El Salvador, uniting the fight 
against U.S. imperialism with the 
fight against Russian imperialism. 
Many on the U.S. left will join 
George Bush in hoping the fight 
for Lithuania’s independence will 
just go away. Anarchists need to 
make sure it doesn’t. The Lithua¬ 
nian people want independence 
from the Russian empire, it is their 
right and we should stand with 
them in their fight to get it.* 
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Despite the lifting of martial law 
in the People’s Republic of China, the 
oppression of workers and other dis¬ 
sidents continues unabated. The ac¬ 
tual fate of many of those arrested af¬ 
ter Tiananmen Square is still un¬ 
known. They have, for all intents and 
purposes, disappeared from the face 
of the earth. The U.S. Workers Soli¬ 
darity Alliance has begun a letter 
writing campaign to try to remind 
the despots of the Chinese ruling 
class that there are still many of us 
who support the valiant members of 
the Workers Autonomous Federa¬ 
tion, many of whom have already 
been murdered at the hands of the 
“People’s Executioners.” WSA is ask¬ 
ing people to send letters to address¬ 
es below demanding the release of

The following is a letter reprinted 
from SVOBODA (Freedom) no. 3, 
1989, zine of Moscow’s Free Initia¬ 
tive (FI).

T HE CUBAN ECO-PACIFIST 
Movement “Green Path” has de¬ 
nounced the U.S. invasion of Panama 
as an act of “cowardly aggression 
against the people of Panama.” Its 
spokesperson, Orlando Polo, also an¬ 
nounced the group’s demand for the 
immediate withdrawal of U. S. troops. 
Green Path’s declaration is the only 
unofficial condemnation of the inva¬ 
sion that is known to have come out 
in Cuba.

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POLL TAX REVOLT 
ROCKS BRITAIN

T he south African embassy 

was set on fire, police vehicles 
were overturned, at least 36 cops 
were injured and over 340 people 
were arrested after riot police charg¬ 
ed an English anti-Poll Tax demon¬ 
stration in London, March 31. Over 
200,000 people participated in the 
demonstration near Downing Street, 
the home of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. 

Fire engines sent to protect the 
South African Embassy were pelted 
with missiles by the angry crowd. 
The demonstration against the Poll 
Tax came the day before the tax was 
scheduled to go into effect. It is the 
latest and largest in a series of mil¬ 
itant demonstrations against the tax 
that have swept England this March. 

Earlier in the month a crowd of at 
least 5,000 attacked police with 
rocks and bottles, smashed shop 
windows and flipped over a police 
car in Hackney, London. The an¬ 
nouncement of Poll Thx rates during 
the first week of March was met with 
massive resistance all across 
England. There were 57 people ar¬ 
rested and 30 cops injured in the 
Hackney riot. In Birmingham pro¬ 
testors fought with police in the 
council chambers. In Bristol, PollThx 
demonstrators attacked the cops 
and were then charged by mounted 
police. In Swindon, over 1,200 pro¬ 
testors burned Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher in effigy. The story 
was the same in city after city across 
England. 

Presently the amount of local 
council tax is determined by the val¬ 
ue of a person's property. Thatcher’s 
new proposal would institute a flat 
rate tax paid by each member of a 
household over 18 years old, with 
limited exceptions for hardship 
cases. The tax bill for a lord of the 
manor would go down sharply, while 
someone living in a humble apart¬ 
ment would pay hundreds of pounds 
more. Since each local council will 
have to balance expenditures with 
poll tax revenue, someone living in 
opposition Labour Party-controlled 
councils (which are poorer and have 
heavy expenditures for social serv¬ 
ices) would pay much more than 
someone living in a council con¬ 
trolled by Thatcher's Conservative 
Party. 

The first British Poll Tax led to the 
Peasants’ Rebellion over 600 years 
ago. After full scale rioting and the 
public execution of the state treasur¬ 
er, the tax was revoked. 

When plans for the tax were an¬ 
nounced there were immediate pro¬ 
tests. The spirit of resistance was 
dampened by government an¬ 
nouncements that teams of roving 
investigators were checking if all 
had registered. There were also 
threats of 20% deductions from gov¬ 
ernment benefit checks and of warn¬ 
ing letters followed by seizures of 
property and bank accounts and ulti¬ 
mately jail sentences for tax resist¬ 


ers. 

The Labour Party, the unions, the 
Scottish National Party were unable 
or unwilling to challenge Thatcher 
over the tax. Labour leader Neil Kin- 
nock made speeches in Parliament 
denouncing the tax plan, but official 
party policy was for the local councils 
to collect the tax. 

Several local anti-Poll Tax groups 
were dominated by dogmatic leftist 
sects such as the Militant Tendency 
and the Socialist Workers Party. 
Neither group was particularly 


auction of items found there. 

NALGO, a union representing coun¬ 
cil staffers (many of whom would 
lose their jobs from budget cuts if the 
tax went into effect) went on strike. 
This considerably slowed efforts to 
identify and pursue nonpayers. The 
strikers were joined on the picket 
lines by anti-Poll Tax activists. 

In England, activists started pro¬ 
ducing literature, doing graffiti, go¬ 
ing door-to-door, organizing commu¬ 
nity groups and protest marches, 
and protesting at council meetings 
and Poll Tax offices. There were nu¬ 
merous anti-Poll Thx shows featuring 
bands like Chumbawumba and Wot 
Tyler (an anarchist band named after 
the 14th century leader of the Peas¬ 
ants’ Rebellion). 

In London, Lambeth’s NALGO 
workers boycotted all Poll Tax work 
and many governmental and quasi- 
govemmental groups declared they 
would not cooperate with Poll Thx in- 
vestigators. Investigators were 
chased off housing projects in South¬ 
wark and Tower Hamlets. 

A popular method of demonstrat¬ 
ing opposition to the tax was public 



democratic in its methods. Both 
seemed more interested in recruiting 
new members and pursuing their 
own agenda than building resis¬ 
tance to the Poll Tax. 

The English anti-Poll Tax move¬ 
ment got off to a slow start. But, as in 
Scotland, months of street-level com¬ 
munity organizing began to pay off, 
with anarchist and anti-authoritarian 
activists making important contribu¬ 
tions to the movement. 

Scotland rejected Thatcher’s ploy 
to “test market” the Poll Tax there. 
One quarter of the Scots refused to 
pay. Many had not registered in the 
first place, and others stopped pay¬ 
ing after the first installment. 

Sheriffs who attempted to confis¬ 
cate people’s property for nonpay¬ 
ment of the Poll Tax were often met 
by crowds of angry demonstrators 
and would cancel the day’s proceed¬ 
ings. In one case in Aberdeen, the 
police had to rescue the sheriffs from 
over 100 angry protestors. In Edin¬ 
burgh 40 activists occupied a sher¬ 
iff’s office and had a mock sheriff’s 


burnings of Poll Tax registration 
forms. The largest “bum-in” took 
place in June in the progressive Lon¬ 
don borough of Islington when the 
Poll Tax office itself was torched one 
night and burned to the ground. 

After the December registration 
deadline ten percent of the people re¬ 
fused to sign up and anger began to 
rise when people started realizing 
that after all the talk, a huge unfair 
tax bill would actually soon be ap¬ 
pearing in the post. 

The anti-Poll Tax movement was 


greatly aided at this juncture by the 
increasing cracks in Thatcher’s ar¬ 
mor. The economy wasn’t doing as 
well as before. Surveys revealed that 
Thatcher would lose an early elec¬ 
tion campaign to Labour by 20%. 
The tabloids featured stories reveal¬ 
ing that the tax rates would be much 
higher than projected, and pointed 
out such laughable discrepancies as 
Prince Charles’ butler paying a high¬ 
er rate for his studio apartment than 
the prince for his country estate. 
Neighborhood groups like the one in 
multi-racial working-class Haringey 
(in London) denounced the 554 
pound (nearly $900) tax residents 
would be expected to pay, one of the 
highest in the country. The well-or¬ 
ganized Haringey group predicted 
near-total noncompliance. 

The riots this March were de¬ 
nounced by Thatcher as the work of 
Militant Tendency supporters. But in 
truth the demonstrations were an in¬ 
teresting mix of students, house¬ 
wives, anarchist squatters, pension¬ 
ers, left yuppies and others. If the 
crowd were only Militant supporters 
Thatcher would have had nothing to 
worry about. 

Thatcher now faces the greatest 
political crisis of her career. Fortun¬ 
ately, when anti-Poll Tax sentiment 
exploded there was already a solid 
foundation of activists, information, 
organizations and community sup¬ 
port to draw on which people had 
built for over a year. At this point it 
seems there will be mass noncompli¬ 
ance with the tax, with some sort of 
political compromise likely. That¬ 
cher's political life looks like it will 
soon end. Perhaps a more important 
question is whether anarchists who 
worked with other groups on this is¬ 
sue will continue to work with 
broad-based grass-roots community 
groups and present anarchist ideas 
as a viable alternative within such 
groups.

Berkeley Cops Riot

Done with their beatings inside 
Barrington, a couple of cops briefly 
emerged on the third floor fire escape 
to throw bottles and bricks at the 
crowd. At this point, some people, 
angered by the beatings, smashed 
up an empty police car. Other people 
threw bottles and debris at the cops. 

Shortly after 3 a.m., another police 
line forced us down the street to an 
intersection, meeting little resis¬ 
tance. The cops continued swinging 
their clubs in jabbing motions, send¬ 
ing more people to the hospital. Once 
pushed into the intersection, the 
crowd, exhausted and shaken, dis¬ 
persed. 

The next morning residents were 
allowed back into the house, but the 


cops stepped up surveillance of the 
radical community. For the next two 
days cops in riot gear cruised Berke¬ 
ley, four to a car, I.D.-ing and search¬ 
ing anybody they recognized as hav¬ 
ing been at Barrington Friday night. 
They arrested at least two people on 
warrants and have stated that there 
are more to come. 

In court, on Monday, the district at¬ 
torney entered felony charges — as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon on a po¬ 
lice officer, rioting and arson — 
against four students. The other 13 
arrested are facing multiple misde¬ 
meanors. All were released on their 
own recognizance with the stipula¬ 
tion that they not go within one 
block of Barrington Hall. 

Students held an anti-police bru¬ 
tality rally on campus the following 


Wednesday that was well-attended 
by a broad range of people which 
helped to publicize Barrington’s 
plight. 

A week later, Juan Mendoza, one 
of the 18 residents of Barrington, was 
found dead in the house’s parking 
lot. The cause of his death is still un¬ 
known and under investigation. 

The Barrington police riot was an 
important lesson for all who wit¬ 
nessed it on the incredible lengths to 
which the authorities are willing to 
go to repress the counterculture. The 
brutality of March 2 mobilized all 
who witnessed it. The community 
will continue its fight for Barrington.

Atenas, Grecia, Athanasios Me- 
listas, el policia que asesin6 al joven 
anarquista de 15 anos de edad, en no- 
viembre de 1985, tuvo su apelacidn 
final. Melistas disparo a Mihalis Kal- 
tezas en la parte tracera de la cabeza, 
mientras trataba de huir de los tiros 
de la policia junto a otros manifestan- 
tes en una demostracidn. 

A pesar de la evidencia del crimen, 
el policia fue absuelto de los cargos. 
En respuesta, miles de personas se 
lanzaron a las calles ocasionando vio- 
lentes motines. Durante dichos moti- 
nes la policia griega dispard mds de 
700 granadas de gas, incluyendo el 
banned SS. Cada vez que un policia 
ha sido llevado a corte han estallado 
motines, especialmente en esta oca- 
sidn con motivo del asesinato de Kal- 
tezas. 

Los motines finalizaron con la ocu- 
pacidn de un politdcnico en Atenas el 
domingo en las primeras horas de la 
manana; la ocupacion aun continua 
en el momento en que se redacta es- 
te informe. 

La ocupacidn convocada por la 
Union de Estudiantes y los anarquis- 
tas ha sido un dxito. Diariamente se 
realizan dos mitines generales con 
una participacion de unas mil perso¬ 
nas aprdximadamente (en el mitin de 
la noche). Cuentan con una radio pi- 
rata en el interior del politdcnico des- 
tinada a la comunicacion y a la contra 
informacidn. 


Los estudiantes de secundaria han 
ocupado 20 escuelas secundarias. 
Acciones similares tienen lugar en 
otras ciudades como Creta, Sicilonia, 
etc. La Universidad fue cerrada por 
tres dias. 

Los anarquistas han bloqueado las

al Movimiento para la Liberacion de 
Animales. 

Ella esta esperando dos juicios, 
uno en la ciudad de Nueva York, por 
posesidn de bombas y armas, y otro 


en Stamford, Connecticut, por colo- 
car una bomba en las afueras de la 
Corporacidn Quirurgica de Estados 
Unidos, una compania de abasteci- 
miento quirurgico. 

El 8 de enero de 1990, Fran fue sen- 
tenciada por un juez federal a las 14 
meses que ya ha pasado en la carcel 
previo a ser juzgada (dos meses mds 
largo que el maximo tdrmino permiti- 
do por esta clase de cargo de pose¬ 
sidn) y se le ordeno servir tres anos de 


probatoria y permanecer bajo terapia 
psiquiatrica despuds que su juicio en 
Connecticut sea concluido, lo que to- 
mard lugar este ano. 

Los agentes que tomaron parte en 
el planteamiento y en la obtencion de 
las bombas y las armas, Mary Ann 
Sapone y Marcus Mead, fueron in- 
vestigados, pero nunca enfrentaron 
cargo alguno en su contra.

Desde que Ronald Reagan destru- 
y6 el sindicato de los controladores 
del trafico aeronautico (PATCO) en 
1981, los sindicatos comerciales (des- 
frazados como “labor organizado”), 
les han vlsto a huelgas en una mane- 
ra fatalista. Con la colusidn entre los 
tribunales conservatives y las corpo- 
raciones gigantes, los sindicatos co¬ 
merciales empezaban huelgas sola- 
mente cuando estaban arrinconados 
y bajo presidn por sus miembros pro- 
prios. Y entonces sus senderos eran 
tan ins6nsatos que nada mas que la 
supervivencia de una huelga se salu- 
daban como una victoria. 

Los tribunales y el capital, en la re¬ 
cognition de la barriga blanda de los 
sindicatos comerciales (cerca de la 
cartera de bolsillo), incrementaban 
su curso de largo plazo de multar la 
mierda viva de los sindicatos cada 
vez que se organizaba una huelga. 
Estas multas tenian menor o ningun 
efecto sobre los trabajadores ordina- 
rios, pero mucho efecto sobre la ri- 
queza de los burocratas. Cuando el 
Congreso pas6 una ley contra el reci- 
bir de “food stamps” por familias de 
huelguistas, el mensaje a los obreros 
era claro: jVhyanse a la chingada! La 
clase obrera organizada estaba tor- 
pe, tal vez letargico, en responder. La 
imhgen de mineros en vestido de ca- 
muflaje en Virginia bloqueando las 
entradas de las minas subraya esta 
realidad. 

Durante los meses recientes elt6r- 
mino “huelga general” ha aparecido 
en los drganos de algunos sindicatos 
comerciales, o en la forma de artlcu- 
los histdricos o como tdpico de discu- 
sidn. En noviembre cerca de ciento 
mineros se apoderaron de una planta 
preparativa de carbdn. Con mds de 
2.000 partidarios de los mineros afue- 
ra de la facilidad, la policia y los asesi- 
nos de la compama no podlan hacer 
nada. Poco despuds, con su punto 
claro, los mineros abandonaron la 


planta. Era claro que algo inddmito 
estaba en el aire. 

Por todos modos, las detalles del 
pacto entre el sindicato y Pittston de- 
primentes. El sindicato retiene su se- 
guridad de salud y hay promesas du- 
dosas de “seguridad de trabajo,” y, 
en cambio, el sindicato se ha rendido^ 
todo lo demas: Ahora Pittston tiene 
el poder para operar sus minas conti- 
nuamente, incluyendo los domingos 
— una disrupcion de las vidas de los 
mineros y sus familias en busca de 
ganancias aumentadas. 

Lo mejor que el UMW pudiera es- 
perar era statu quo. En la situa- 
cidn actual, no es posible ganar nada 
siguiendo el liderazgo de los sindica¬ 
tos comerciales. Los sindicatos co¬ 
merciales son tan atados al sistema 
capitalista como la camara de comer- 
cio. Pero <yio estaba ganado nada por 
la huelga? Es intangible, pero si, la 
huelga ganaba algo: La conciencia 
que la ley no es una avenida de alivio 
para la clase obrera, que nuestras lu- 
chas tienen que extenderse afuera 
de la ley capitalista. 

La frustracidn que se ha incremen- 
tado durante d6cada tras ddcada de 
explotacion y abuso (por burocratas 
en los sindicatos y tambidn los due- 
nos de empresas) se fraguaban en la 
huelga Pittston. Tiene forma, pero 
<j,qu6 es su futuro? Hay clnicos quie- 
nes creen que solamente es necesa- 
rio indicar la insuficiencia de los sin¬ 
dicatos comerciales para combatir su 
influencia. Esto es tonteria. Simple- 
mente despreciar a los bufonescos 
egoisticos de los burdcratas no vale 
nada. 

Lo que es necesario son nuevas 
formaciones que son bastante fuer- 
tes para resistir la opresidn capitalis¬ 
ta: sindicatos revolucionarios contro- 
lados por las filas. Obreros rebeldes y 
sindicalistas anarquistas jha llegado 
nuestrahora! ★

dado mddico adecuado es tan impor- 
tante como comida en la mesa. Cuan¬ 
do Pittston Coal Company se retird 
de la Bituminous Coal Operators As¬ 
sociation (una organizacidn formada 
durante la ddcada 1950 de compa- 
hias mineras con el proposito de per- 
mitir al UMW negociar un contrato 
para todos los mineros en el sindica¬ 
to), una de sus primeras acciones era 
cortar los beneficios medicos para los 
mineros retirados (muchos con la en- 
fermedad “pulmdn negro”) y las viu- 
das de mineros. 

Cuando la companla presentd su 
contrato, el contrato contuvo deman- 
das para concesiones comprensiyas, 
sin la posibilidad de un compromiso. 
Los obreros tuvieron dos opciones: 
rendirse o pelear. Decidieron por pe- 
lear. 

La huelga ha sido llenado de inci- 
dentes de coraje y solidaridad. Estu- 
diantes en los condados af ectados en 
el oeste de Virginia boicoteaban sus 
aulas en manifestaciones de simpa- 
tla para los huelguistas. Un grupo de 
mineras y esposas (se llamaban 1 The 
Daughters of Mother Jones”) apare- 
cla y llevaba a cabo acciones como la 
toma del centro regional de direction 
de Pittston. Residentes del oeste de 
Virginia ayudaban a los mineros en 
varias maneras: la donation de comi¬ 
da y dinero para fianzas y el uso de 
sus vehlculos para bloquear caminos 
usados por la policia y los esquiroles. 

Thmbien hablan incidentes de bru- 
talidad. Camiones conducidos por 
esquiroles atropellaban a algunos 
mineros en los meses tempranos de 
la huelga. La policia del estado — 
muchos de ellos estaban usados por 
el gobemador pro-negocios de Virgi¬ 
nia — empleaban “choke holds” y 
fuerza excesiva en centenares de ins- 
tancias. Los mineros empleaban thc- 
ticas de desobediencia civil, poni6n- 
dose los cuerpos humanos frente a 


las entradas de las minas y les permi- 
tiendo a la policia les arrestar en mul¬ 
titudes. Y los tribunales (los compin- 
ches de capital) asesaban multas de 
mas de $60 millon. 

Era claro muy temprano que los tri¬ 
bunales, la policia, el gobiemo del es¬ 
tado y la compama eran unidos en un 
atento de destruir el sindicato de los 
mineros y les expulsar del oeste de 
Virginia. Los mineros, 1.700 de ellos, 
tenian solamente una arma: la solida¬ 
ridad de la clase obrera. Los mineros, 
marchando con pena y trabajo hacia 
el interior del pozo para minar el com¬ 
bustible para industria, venlan a ser 
un punto de resistencia irresistible 
para el movimiento obrero, la izquier- 
da, y trabajadores rebeldes de todos 
tipos.
